Halloween Started 1,000 
Years Ago As Druid Rite

Hallowen’en, with the wierdly 
dressed youngsters who will no 
doubt be roaming the streets of 
Upland Thursday night, has come 
a long way since its early begin- 
ning more than a thousand years 
ago as a Druid religious festival. 
Somewhere along the way we 
have dropped the hair raising 
tales about the early sacrificial 
Druid fires and picked up such 
things as witches, skeletons gob- 
lins and black cats. Moreover, in 
more recent times we have added 
a lot more refinement. A genera- 
ticn ago Hallowen’en was a time 
fc’ unrestrained rowdyism which 
ran along such patterns as torn 
sheets, broken fences, smashed 
wagons and broken windows, 
However, long before we ac- 
cepted the Hallowe’en custom the 


(English and Irish had their own, 


ideas about the ‘witching hour.” 
In England the festival has also 
been called Crack Nut night and 
Snap Apple night. Fortunes were 
told by means of paring an apple 
and swinging the peeling around 
the head three times and tossing 
it-over the shoulder to form the 
initial of one’s future partner. 
A nut test, in which three nuts 
were put in a fire to represent 
one’s suitors was also popular. 


If a nut cracked cr jumped the 
lover so-called would prove un- 
faithful; if it burned with a 
steady flame the one whose name 
it bore was fired with the love for 
the person making the trial. If 
the nuts jumped toward each 
other they would be rivals. 

In Somerset, children used to 
carry small lanterns for their 
protection which were called 
“punkies,” but it was from Ire- 
land that our pumpkin jack o’lan- 
tern got its name. It was prob- 
ably from Ireland also that we 
got our present “beggars night.” 
Irish peasants went from house 
to house begging meney, bread, 
butter and cheese for the next 
day’s heathern feast. Consequent- 
ly, siace people in those days were 
highl, superstitious the beggars 
were rarely ever turned away. 

Witchcraft, hangings and per- 
secv'\ions in America in the 17th 
cen{: ry gave Hallowe’en a slow 
star't in the new world. Neverthe- 
less it was probably America who 
mac'c the spooky night famous. 
We absorbed the Hallowe'en cus- 
tom when older European cul- 
tures had almost entirely forgot- 
ten it. And if large, middle sized 
and small hobgoblins have their 
say, it looks as though it is here 
to stay.

Loc- 
ally, this proposition is of vital importance to parents and 
property owners; in the state at large it is vital to everyone 
as a matter of public welfare. 

It will increase state support for public schools to $120 
a year for each pupil in average daily attendance and es- 
tablish minimum salaries of $2,400 yearly for teachers. Cal- 
ifornia’s population has jumped 2,000,000 in six years; a 
million babies have been born since 1940.

There 
is no particular argument against it. It cosis the taxpayers 
nothing. It aids the veterans enormously. The state bor- 
rows the money upon its general credit and retires the bonds 
serially. The proceeds are loaned to veterans of World War 
No. 2. 

The plan has been tried and proven sound. In five prev- 
ious elections, veterans’ bond issues have been approved. 
The benefits have spread to countless thousands of veier- 
and their families,

The autocratic measure would have far-reaching power and 
control over indusiry and agriculture, employers and em- 
ployes.
